— The Gov- 
trament Covacil on Environmental 
Quality said yesterday rapid growth 
in electrical consumption is a major 
reason for the energy crisis. 

In a report entitled “Energy and 
the Environment,” it noted electri- 
city consumption has grown at the 
vate of 7 per cent annually over 
the past decade. 

In 1960 an estimated 12.5 per cent 
of American homes had air condi- 
ttoners. In 1971, the figure was 40.6 
per cent. Thirteen yeors ago. 6.3 
per cent of homes had electric dish- 
washers. This percentage bad grown 
to 26.5 by 1971. 

One conchuaion of the report was 
the nation tends “to produce and 
consume energy inefficiently.” It 
calied for an improvement in deci- 
sion in the energy field by 
careful evaluation of the costs and 
environmental effects of all present 
and potential energy sources.
